Effects of the American Tariff or our 


trade with England. 


The article which we published on Mon- 


day from a London paper, relative to the im- 
ports and exports of goods into and from 
Eng- 


land and the Umted States, is to us the very 
strongest argument that has ever been published 
or made, or that possibly could be made in fa- 
vor of the American policy of a protective tar 
iff 
Indeed we cannot see how the opponents of 


such a tariff, can gainsay it or resist its force — 
Figures cannot lie 
The article referred to, i» 


no political effusion got up for effect, but a 
compilation, by a foreign editor directly inte- 
rested in an opposite result,froman official docu- 
ment made by the proper officers to and by di- 
rection of Parliament 
The facU then may be 


relied upon as true 
These facts thus given, not 


m mass, but by items, are that m every article, 
with perhaps one exception alone, a falling off 
of about one half from 1833 and more than two 
thirds from 1835, has taken place in the exports 
from England t» this country, during the last 
year, and also that during the same year an in- 
crease in a far greater proportion has taken 
place in the exports from this country to that — 
We will not here repeat the particulars but re- 
fer to the article itself for information 
These 


facts being prov ed, the interesting question ar- 
rises what has effected this great change
